CREEK INDIANS. 


A Delegation in the City En Route to 
Washington. 


Col. P. Porter, wife and family, D. M. 
Hodge and wife, ex- Governor Ward Coach- 
man and bis son Charles, of the Creek Nation, 
Indian Territory, are at the.Planters’ House. 
The firstthree named genfiemen have been 
appointed by the Creek Council as delegates 
to Washington and representatives of tle 
Creek interests there. Col. Porter, a tall, 
powerfully built, dark-skinned type of the 
ideal Indian, has been since 1872 the Wash- 
ington representative of the Creeks. ‘*Gov- 
ernor’’ Coachman is a wiry built, gray- 
bearded and venerable looking old 
gentleman, for many years the ehief of the 
Creeks, who was recently succeeded bv Chief 
Samue)Checotah. Mr. Hodge is the youngest of 
the three, and is a typical Indian of the edu- 
eated type. Col. Porter, in a pleasant con- 


versation witha Posr-DISPATCH reporter, 
related some interesting facts about his 
country. In the tirst place the Creeks, whose 
land immediately adjoins the proposed Okla- 
homa colony,are unanimously opposed to the 
proposed opening of the terri- 
tory and looky 10 the Gener- 
a} Government. to protect them 
from invasion. The effect of the pending leg- 
islation is very distracting and unsettling to 
the interest et the country. Business is good, 
however. The Creeks are raising a great dea 
of cotton and cattle, which is shipped north 
trom Muscogee onthe M., K. and T. Railroad. 
The business is divided between Chicago and 
St. Louie. The trade was properly in the pro- 
vince of St, Louis, but she made no effort tocon- 
trol it, and Chicago made every effort to se- 
cure it. The consolidation of the M., K. and f. 
with the Missouri Pacific Ksil had will do much 
to increase the trade relations between si. 
Louis and the Creeks. Musrc ogee is a boom- 
ing town, and does twice as much business 
as Vinita. The Government census of the 
Creeks has not been taken as yet, although 
an gent has been down there. Ten years 
age the Creeks numbered 12,000 souls. The 
increase will not be over 2,000. This results 
from removals and the demoraliz utos of the 
war whéch has only recently been overcome. 
At present the affairs of the nation ure in a 
most promising condition.

creased correspondence. Frier to the revision, 
insurance companies had escaped taxation 
for State purposes, but now they are taxed 
one percent on premium receipts, less losses 


and return premiums, for State purposes. 
‘This tax is assessed by the Insurance Depart- 
ment and paid directly on notice from the 
Superintendent, to the State ‘Treasurer. 
There was paid this year by the insurance 
companies 38,471 28 taxes, the collection of 
which did not cost the State a dollar. The 
number of companies represented requires 
the filings of two statements eaclr year from 
each company, January land July 1. Hach 
of these statements is carefully examined and 
compared with others, the «quotations of 
stocks noted und verified and the character, 
disposition and management of other 
property carefully inquired into and kept in 
view. The liabilities of each company are 
also carefully noted and examined, and all 
policy liabilities accurately valued. in ad- 
dition to tte State tax a large amount of local 
taxes due cities and counties has been collect- 
ed through the action of the Department, 
which wouid otherwise have been lost. 

This ordinary routine work of the Depart- 
ment requires a great amount of labor, intel- 
ligent oversight and knowledge of insurance 
companies and the laws governing them, not 
only inthis State but in other States and 
countries. 

The revision made the Superintendent e. 
oficio receiver of all failing insurance com- 
panies, and imposed upon him the task of 
settling their affairs, without any compen- 
sation except his regular salary as Superin- 
tendent. Under this law, three companies 
have been ordered into his hands. . 
FIRST—THE LIFE ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA, 
This company was dissolved November 10, 
1579, and Superintendent Relfe took charge 
of it onthe game day. He found the assets 
company scattered all over the 
Union. and immediately upon the 
dissolution of the company suits 
were brought by policy-holders in Lou- 
isiana, Alabama, Tennessee, Maryland and 
Virginia for the appointment of receivers and 
to subject the assets in those States to the 


payment of policy-holders in the respective |

States, to the exclusion of all others. 
suits it was necessary for the Superintendent, 
in behalf of policy-holders generally, to re- 
sist. In Maryland the proceeding was defeat- 
ed. In Tennessee Mr. Relfe bimself was ap- 
pointed receiver by the United States Court 
ut Memphis, and he is now acting in that ca- 
pacity. In the other States temporary re- 
ceivers were appointed, and the causes are 
still pending.

These proceedings, and the duty of de- 


fending suits at home, with which our read-

ment. On the same day the decree was en- 
tered the Superintendent reinsured in the 
American Central of this city all outstanding 
policies of the company, thereby saving policy - 
holders from possible loss.
